RNXIOUS as you appear in 

Pathak the fervice of your country,

asupon any other Englifhman, and if I can 
ferve, I ought, nay I muft ferve her. 

You may not, perhaps, Sir, think me in 
earneft, when I tell you, that it is partly with 
this view I go frequently to the Theatres ; but 
the fequel may better evince the affirmative, 
than any previous affurances. As I am inqui- 
five in tracing the varieties of life, where am 
I likely to gratify curiofity more delightfully 
than at the playhoufe, where the minuteft to 
the-moft important actions of the great world 
ire fo well fhadowed out in the typical: repre- 
fentations exhibited on the ftage of this litele 
one? And where can a man gain a fpeedier 
knowlege of men, than in the analyfis of human 
nature ? 

But nobody queftions the utility of the ftage. 

It has been called the Microcofm or little 
mimic of the Macrocofm or the great reality ; 
and it has been found fo. Yet is it very pofli- 
ble, this grand point of reflecting to obferva- 
tion the vices and the foibles of mankind may 
bedeviated from. Men may be libelled when 
vices fhould be fatired. The Orn Comepy 
ofthe Greeks may be revived among Britons, 
and even the facred, or if the laft commentator 
upon Mixttron® likes it better, the secRET 
tranfactions of ftatefmen and politicians may 
be expofed to malignant cenfure or ftill more 
malignant raillery. 
_ This, Sir, I fay, may be; I do not aver, 
ttaétually is done: tho whether it is, or it is 
not, I fhall refer to you, after a few animadver- 
fions, which occurred to me on-fome late thea- 
trical reprefentations, have been candidly heard 
and confidered. 

Many honeft well-meaning people have 
ltoked upon the mighty contention (fcarcely 
yet cold) between the aweful empires of Drury 
and Covent-garden, as a mere private piece of 
animofity between the redoubted managers. 
At firft indeed (for I have no pretenfion to un- 
common penetration) I faw like other men. 
But, alas! how were we all deluded !—TI foon 
difcovered this little theatrical contention to be 
bo lefS than a moft farcaftical emblem of ano-

Monday morning died almoft fuddenly, of a pary- 
licic diforder, Mr. George Strahan, an eminentbook- 
feller at the Golden Ball in Cornhill. 

Laft Sunday night, the corpfe of Mr. William 
Woolford, an eminent merchant in Barbadoes, was 
interred in a very decent manner, in the church of 
St- Alban’s Woodftreet. He was at St. Paul’s the 
Sunday and Monday before; & fince his death, let- 
ters have been received from Barbadoes, which bring 
an account of the death of his father, who had left 
him a very large fortune. 

Wednefday the Coroner’s inqueft fat on the body 
of Mr. John Waite, late Cafhier of the bank, who 
died in the Fieet prifon, after fome years confinement. 
He died a natural death, but a jury fits on all who 
die prifoners.

hat behind him. The wound is very deed, & tho’ 
he may languifh fome fhort time, there is no poffi- 
bility of his recovering; ferjeant W——, ’us faid, 
has fince drowned himfelf in the Thames. 

We hear from Grays in Effex, that laft Saturday 
night, near that place, a man wasbarbaroufly mur- 
dered and ftripped naked all but his fhirt, then drag- 
ged out of the path behind fome bufhes.

Thurfday morning one Dobbins, a milkman in 
{wallow ftreet, St. James’s, wag, during the abfence 
of him and his wife, robbed of upwards of 201. by 
a woman fervant, who made her efcape. 

The young woman faid to be robbed and ftripped 
in Heckney-fields, on Saturday was committed to 
Clerkenwell Bridewell, being proved to bean Impof- 
tor. 

On Saturday Jones, who was tried at the feffion 
of the peace at Guildhall for defrauding Mr. Nahh in 
St. Paul’s church yard, fuffered the laft part of his 
fentence, which was to ftand on the pillory in Cheap- 
fide. 

On Saturday a woman was convicted at the feffion 
in Southwark for keeping a diforderly houfe, was 
publicly whipped at the cart’s tail in the Borough. 

And two women ftood on the pillory at the fame 
place for crimes of the fame kind.

Capt. Evans, for Lymington, & Capt. Williams, 
for Dover, are both put into Ramfgale harbour with 
the lofs of their anchors. There is alfo another vef- 
ffel, name unknown, off the harbour in diftrefs, 
having loft her forematt. 

The Richmond, Methuen, from London for Se- 
vile, is put into Ram/gate Pier with the lofs of her 
foremaft and bowfprit. 

The Cape Coaft, Stroud, arrived at Briftol from 
Jamaica, brings advice, that the Sybilla, Power, 
was arrived there from Annamabo with 165 negroes 
who called at St, Kitt’s, & failed thence the 28th of 
Auguft, but met with violent gales for 12 hours, & 
fears fome damage was done. A Schooner who put 
out from St. Kitt’s, was drove to Jamaica with the 
lofs of her mafts. 

The St. George, Jones, from London, is fafe ar- 
rived at Cadiz. 

The Don Carlofs, Friend, bound from London 
for Oporto, run afhore on the Bar, and is got off
